It's easier for 
them since they don't subscribe to 
the call book but do have a tie-in 
to the State Motor Vehicle Computer. 
Use both if you desire.

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While other anateurs (the more * 
likely purchasors) may be able to 
recognize that equipment once be- + 
longed to someone else, it m ay 
not occur to the buyer that it was 
stolen. Even if it does, are all 
of us, after having bought some- 
thing and discovering later that + 
someone else's call is inside or 
out of site, willing to turn it 
over to the owner and lose what 
we had paid for it? Especially if 
we rationalized it by assuming + 
that the owner was compensated by 
insurance? 

Additionally, I am informed 
that the "fences" won't handle 
stuff with such identification an 
because they are the ones who are 
most likely to be caught! 

A good practice when acquiring * 
any equipment of a retail value 
exceeding $25. is to obtain a "Bill, 
of Sale" which identifys the equip- 
ment and is signed by the seller. 

Realtors have been providing 
etching machines for the purpose 
of identifying equipment or other Bs 
property. The one I work with has 
one and would be happy to loan it 
out. (Call me at home (527-0577) + 
or at the office (526-5353) and 
we Can arrange it. 

The second important reason 
for such identification is that 
once it is done you can safely + 
post a notice of said labeling 
which, it has been demonstrated, 
deters such burglaries. (Some 
have suggested just using the no- 
tice, but without etching. This + 
is to be discouraged since once 
the burgler feels he can't rely 
on such notices he mah take all 
itms everywhere and just "deep 
six" the marked items. And we all + 
know what happensd to electronic 
equipment when submerged, don't 
we? 

Also, anyone who has had a 
burglary and the consequent in- + 
Surance recovery hassle (as I 
have several times as director of - 
a private school) knows that is 
emotionally draining and time 
consuming. If something is taken 

hich works perfectly and is "ob- 
solete" but indispensible to you, 
no matter. The insurance will apy 
what the "market" says it is worth.
